The Land Purchase Scheme. 


LONDON, Nov. 28.—At the meeting of Pariia- 
ment a strong feeling of opposition bas begun 
to develop among the supporters of the Gov- 
ernmenttothe land purchase scheme as it 
stands, beth on account of its cost tothe 
British taxpayer and on account ofthe alleged 
failure of the Ashbourne act, which went on 
similar lines and under which £10,000,000 were 
appropriated to be leaned to the Irish peas- 
antry to assist them in purchasing tbeir 
farms, it being claimed that but little over 
half the amount has thus far been used. 
Many of the Tories and Liberal-Unionists 
would rather go into the next election on the 
same principle on which they fought the 
last, of opposition t the ayers’ money 
being used in loans to Irish tenants. 


John Daly, the Fenian Prisoner. 


LONDON, Nov. 28.—It is stated that Home 
Secretary Matthews is fully prepared for a 
complete answer in behalf of the government 
to any question in Parliament embodying the 
alleogationa made by Mr. Davitt and others 
that the Fenian prisoner, John Daly, is the 
victim of a plot organized by emissaries of 
the Royal Irish Constabulary. Itis said that 
the Home Secretary has himself investigated 
the charges and come to the conclusion that 
they are without foundation and also that the 
stories were previously investigated by Sir 
W. Harcourt of Gladstone’s Government and 
found to be untrue, and that Mr. Giadstone 
came to the same conclusion. 


Armed Resistance to the Portuguess. 


LONDON, Nov. 28.—Advices from Cape Town 
state that the British settlers in the Manica 
country are preparing for armed resistance 
to the Portuguese, should the latter attempt 
to expel them under the authority of the 
agreement between Lord Salisbury and the 
cabinet of Lisbon. The British South-African 
Co. has been notified by Lord Salisbury that 
the Manica settlement must,for the present at 
least, be abandoned. 


The Irish Land Bill. 


LONDON, Nov. 28.—The Star (Home Rule) op- 
poses the Irish land bill introduced in the 
House of Commons last night. The measure, 
the Star says, is based on fraud and is sure to 
end in disaster. 

VOTED IN THE NEGATIVE.

LONDON, Nov. 28.—A betrothal is being ar- 
ranged between the 10 year-old Queen Wil- 
hemina of Holland and the hereditary Prince 
of Nassau, William, heir to the Duchy of 
Luxemburg, who is now 38years old. The 
object of the alliance is to prevent Luxem- 
burg from falling into the bands of Germany 
and to preserve it as part of the kingdom of 
Holland, as it was before the death of the late 


King William.

The general list, however, soon developed 
unnatural strength and Sugar was lifted rap- 
idly from 52% to 58%, and la the general list 
Burlington rose 8%, Union Paeific 8, Rock 
Island, 2%, Louisville & Nashville and Mis- 
souri Pacific 12 each. St. Paul & Northern 
Pacific preferred 1% each, and others gener- 
ally fractional amounts. Chicago gas, how- 
ever, did not recover any of its less. The 
advance being so sudden came to an end 
equaliy as sudden and the top prices were 
not maintained, Union Pacific going back 
about 1% and Sugar Refineries about as 
much. The market, which had developed 
great activity during the rise, became quiet 
again, and at II o’ clock was quiet and barely 
steady as to figures, but displaying streng 
undertone. 


THE MARKET FIRM. 

Money was easy at 5@6 per cent. The stock 
market rallied again after 11 o’clock, and 
again moved upward, and while many stocks 
reached stili higher prices than daring the 
firet hour, the advance over the 11 o’clock 
figures were in no case for more than a 
fraction, with the exception of Lllinols 
Central, which rose 1% to 100, and Rock 
Island, which advasced sharply from 73 te 
75%. There was less activity, however, and 
atnoon the market was comparatively quiet 
though strong at about the best prices of the 
morning. 

HIGHER PRICES PREDICTED. 

The situation is regarded as belng much 
more favorable than tt wasawoekago. In 
both Boston and New York the banks are ina 
far better position to meet arunm than they 
were during the early part of the week, and 
money from all parte of the country is pour- 
ing in fast. The financial stringency is a thing 
of the past, and there seems to be 
little ilkelihood of the resume of the 
series of disasters that depleted the 
vaults of the banks and led to the great fall in 
prices. The United States has in a great 
measure shaken off the influence of the Lon 
don market, an influence that for some time 
has been dominant. Quotations are now little 
above prime prices and it is not deemed at all 
likely thatthey will goanylower. The Eng- 
lish capitalists cannot unload the large 
amounts of American stock on thie market 
that caused the recent break, and those who 
have been bears are now becoming conserva- 
tive bulls. 

In ite financial article the London Times 
says that while no official Information has 
reached London on the subject, there is no 
doubt that if £1 notes are issued, as suggested 
by Mr. Spencer in Parliament, it will be ona 
gold, not asilver basis. Owing to he absence 
Ot Mr. Henzman, only a formal discussion 
was had at the meeting ef the Argentine Com- 
mittee yesterday. Just before the close of 
trading prices took a slight downward turn, 
and neariy all stocks lost, but the decline 
was slight. 

The failure of the banking house of B. K. 
Jameson & Co. of Philadelphia was an- 
nounced this afternoon. It is feared the lia- 
bilities are heavy. 

Jameson & Co. have made an assignment. 
They were largely interested in outside indus- 
trials chemes but did a considerable stock and 
bond business with a fair line of deposits. 
Thefirm is thirty-five years old. The firm 
has made a general assigument to Samuel G. 
Thompson of 259 South Fortieth street.

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UNHAPPY MARRIAGES. 


JUDGE VALLIANT LISTENS TO NUMBERS OF 
TALES OF MARITAL MISERY, 


Mrs. RBlenmerhassett Allewed to Take 
the Name ot Her Dead Husband to Whem 
She Was Secretly Married—News Gath- 
ered To.Day Uader the Court.House 
Dome. 


Judge Valliant in Division No. 5 of the Cir- 
cult Court had an easy time to-day with the 
divorce cases on the default docket. The 
stories told by the injured husbands and 
wives were mainly of desertion, and there 
was less than the usual amount of impro- 
priety made the subject of evidence. Below 
are outlines of the stories told by the appli- 
eants, whose allegations were not denied: 

Mary Soller sajd she was married to Charles 
Soller on March 8, 1878. She charged that he 
squandered his wages for drink and obliged 
her to work out as aservant. He forced her 
to give up her wages to him and squandered 
that in drink. For eight years he failed to 
support her. During that time they have 
lived apart, because he refused to previde a 
home for her. Sbe was granted a divoree and 
permission given to resume her maicen name 
Mary Dimel. 

Lucy Evans and Milton Fvans were married 
Aug.8, 1875,and lived together until Ooct.2, 1888. 
She charged that he struck her, threatened to 
take her life and sbe lived in constaut fear 
that he would execute his threat. For three 
years he failed to support ber and deserted 
her in October, 1888. They were divorced. 

Ada Mullery and William Mullery were mar- 
ried June 24, 1885, and lived together until 
May, 1888. Her complaint was that ber hus- 
band had deserted her. She asked the cus- 
tody of their one child, Flossie, born March 
15, 1888. Both of her prayers were granted. 

Cora B. Wilson nee Huiett and Samuel F. 
Wilson were married Sept. 7, 1889. She asked 
foradecree annuling the marriage on the 
ground that at the time of their marriage 
Samuel F. Wilson was not capable of con- 
tracting marriage with her, being 
then the husband of Mra. Elvia 
Palmer Wilson, whom he married 
in New York. The first wife lives 
now in Bridgeport, Conn. A copy of certifi- 
cate of marriage of Samuel F. W ilson to Elvis 
K. Palmer in New York was presented in evi- 
dence, also the deposition of Elvia E. Wilson, 
taken at Bridgeport. She said her husband 
deserted her in 1882 or 1883, but she bas not 
been divorced from him. Sne identified a 
photograph fur@isiied by Cora B. Wilson as 
of her husband. ‘It was taken by Rinehart, in 
Denver, Colo. Sbe bad not beard of him 
since he left her. Her mother, Mrs. Mary E. 
Palmer, also identified the photograph. The 
case was not concluded. 

Arthur MeFall and Fletie McFall were mar- 
ried in Scott County, Kansas, Dec. 16, 1887, 
and lived together until March, 1888, when he 


complained she deserted him. He was granted. 


a decree of divorce. 

Annie Murphy ana William Murphy were 
married Feb. 19, 1890, and lived together until 
Sept. 9, 1890. She said he was possessed of a 
violent temper and repeatediy without 
provocation scolded, abused and cursed 
her. He called her various vile names, 
threatened totake her life and without any 
reaneon accused her of uadue intimacy since 
her marriage with other men. He beat ber 
cruelly on Sept. 9 and on many occasions 
threw knives aud other missiles at her. 

Aleda C. Tatum and Louis R. Tatum were 
married Dec. 18, 1877, and lived together until 
Sept. 1, 1889. She says on the last-named date 
he deserted her. She asks the custody of one 
child, George, now 12 years old. 

Thomas Wenham and Amelia Wenham were 
married Jan. 20, 1888, in New York, and lived 
together until Maron 31, 1883. He complains 
thaton the last given date she deserted him 
and has since remained away. A divorce was 
granted. 

Lena Kamm and Michel Kamm were mar- 
ried in February, 1580, and lived together un- 
til May 15, 1884. She complained of desertion 
and failure to provide. All ot ber witnesses 
were German, and great difficulty was experi- 
enced in getting their evidence, but finally an 
interpreter was found and the case made. A 
decree of divorce was granted. 

Thomae and Lola Carnes were married Sept. 
21, 1886, and separated Dec. 16, 1886. He told 
the court that Lola deserted him and during 
the time they lived together she treated him 
with contempt and refused to cook his meals. 
She frequently said she married him to get 
out from the control of her parents, and she 
did not love him. He was granted a divorce. 


Bryant Granted a Divorce, 

John R. Bryant was granted a divorce from 
his wife in Division No. 2 of the Cirouit Court 
this morning. He charged his wife with 
entertaining in his absence men whe were 


ashamed to meet him on his return, and who 
made their exit by way of the back door on his 
arrival. She did not contest, but Judge Fisher 
who heard the case, required a great deal of 
evidence. The case was on the default docket 
last Friday, was partially heard then, con- 
tinued untli another day, When more testi- 
mony was taken, and this morning the last 
witness was heard, Bryant was a conductor 
on the Lindell Rallway. No children were 
bora to him, and his wife adoptea a little boy 
who was known as Roy Bryant. This child 
was taken by Mrs. Bryant when he and her 
husband separated. He was placed by 
her in the Church of the Messiah Mission 
at Ninth and Wash streets. While there 
he became 111 and was removed 
to the Children’s Hospital, Jefferson avenue 
and Adams street. Mrs. Bryant visited him 
there, and one night Mr. Bryant called to see 
him. He was accompanied by two women. 
His attorney, C. L. Hamm, called about the 
same time. While one of the womer enter- 
tained a nurse and Mr. Hamm éntertained the 
matron, Bryant slipped out of the hospital 
with the ehild, accempanied by the other 
woman. Theincident ereated great exoite- 
ment at the time, but Bryant has since re- 
tained posséssion of the child. He is given 
custody of it in the decree entered to-day. 


Their Names Were Changed. 

Judge Dillon in Diviston No. 4 of the Circuit 
Court made two orders permitting a widow 
to assume the name of her dead husband, to 
whom she was secretiy married, and a daugh- 


ter to take the name of her father. Therese 
Biennerhassett was the petitioner in the first 
case and Mary Blenuerbassett in the second. 
The first petitivner is a daughter of one of the 
most famous men ever at the St. Louis bar, 
and is related to the famous Herman Bienner- 
hassett. The mother wili hereafter be known 
as Mrs. Therese Biennerhassett Adams and the 
daughter as Miss Mary Blennerliassett Adams.

JEFFERSON CIty, Mo., Nov. 28.—The Cole 
County Circuit Court convenes Monday. The 
State cases have been docketed for Dec. 8,and 
the third, fourth and fifth cases read: No. 

486, 
same vs. same; No. 487, same vs. same. 
These cases involve the criminal charges 
against ex-State Treasurer Edward T. Noland 


of converting to his own use nearly $33,000 of 
money belonging to the State. 

Just what disposition will be made of the 
cases Cannot be stated at present. Mr. Noland 
returned home from the West a month ago 
and informed his friends he was ‘‘back to 
stand trial.“ His family never left the city. 
Mr. Noland spent the summer in Colors 
and Wyoming working as an insurance agent. 
He found the country overrun with agents 
and only succeeded, ina moderate war. in 
making a fair stipend. He feels the position 
he is in keenly and isin no condition to carry 
on an expensive defense. 

The general expression of opinion is that 
Mr. Nolandisaweak man ip regard to hard- 
ling public money. and that he was systemati- 
cally robbed by gamblers who care nothing 
for what becomes of him. The report that 
hisfamly had squandered money reckliessi 
is as untrue as it is eruel. His salary was 
$3,000 per year, an ample amount to exceed 
the wants of his family. 

The Ciroult Judge before whom Mr. Noland 
will be tried, E. L. Edwards, is one of the 
oldest Judges in the State, andis quite fam- 
lar with criminal law. He instructed one 
n to endesvor to und out the 
identity of the sharks who rumor oredited

It is believed that if Mr. Noland will make a 
as statement of everything connected with 

he treasury defaication Judge Edwarde wn 
be disposed to give him the lightes sentence 
possible. Andifhe had been left to himseit 
such a statement would have been made im- 
mediately after his resignation was accepted. 

There is genuine sympathy here for Ed 
Noland, and it does not come froma class 
who were Veneficiaries of his unfortunate 
mistakes. He is condemned, of course, for 
using the State’s money, but there is ample 
reason to believe that he was a dupe, and 
really hoped to pay the same back. A free 
and complete statement would no doubt win 
him many sympathizers at a time when he 
will need friends worse than he ever did de- 
fore in bis lite.

DEALT AT A DANCE 


THE BLOW FROM WHICH WM. SCHALLERT 
Dit D 10-DaY. 


An Apparently Insignificant Injury Results 
Fatally—George Felters and Wm, Schal- 
lert Quarreled and Schatiert Was Strack 
in the Head—Felters Will Be Arrested, 


William Seballert died about 7 o’clock this 
morning at bis residence, 2001 South Ninth 
street, fromthe effects of erysipelas. His 
death indirectly resulted from an injury re- 
celved several days ago, and by this time 
George Felters is under arrest, held to await 
the action. of the authorities. 

Schallert was the proprietor of asailoon 
at 2001 South Ninth street. He also 
managed Union Capitol Hall, over 
the liquor establishment and occupied res- 
dence apartments on the premises. He was 
well known among à certain South &t. Louis 
element, and often gave public balls in his 
place. On last Saturday night one of these 
Gances was in progress. The young people in 
attendance upon the festivities had 
spent the evening in merrymaking, 
and about 3 o’clock on Sunday morning 
everybody present prepared to go home. 
Schaliert then mounted the platform and 
started to make the announcement of a bail 
to be given at a subsequent date. He was in 
the midst of his address when George Felters 
stepped forward and endeavored to prevent 
him from speaking. 

Schallert pushed Felters to one side and 
tried to goon. Again Felters interfered, and 
the men grappled. 

THE FATAL BLOW. 

Felters struck out with his right hand, hit- 
ting Schallert over the left eye. The skin 
was pltnctured and the wound 0Obied. 
Felters at once jumped from the platform and 
dashed from the hall, making good his — 1 * 
Schallert bound his handkerchief around his 
head and assisted lu clearing the hall of the 
guests. To Sorgt, O’ Donnell of the district 
he half an hour later reported the sssauilt, 
but told the officer that he did not care to 
have the man arrested. He said that on the 
following Monday he would gotothe Four 
Courts and swear out a Warrant charging him 
with assanit and battery. 

Acting under these instructions 5ergt. 
O’ Donnell took no action in the matter, 
Monday Schaliert was busy and did not get 
away to commence the prosecution. Tuesday 
his head gave bim such pain that be did not 
bare to leave the house. Wednesday be be- 
came alarmed and called in Dr. 79 say ons 
2200 South Ninth street. By this time his head 
was badly swuwlien. sipelae set in the 
same day and, notwithstanding the efforts 
of the attending physician, the progress

This morning Schaliert died. 

All this time the officers of the Second Dis- 
trict bad been kept ia ignorance of Schaliert 
condition and took no steps toward Felters’ 
aDprehension. As soon as the man’s death 
was reported to-day, officers were sent out 
to Felters“ residence and piace of employ- 
ment to effect bis arrest. It is probable that 
he will be taken im before evening

Whether they will er not depends upon the 
existence of atransfer of the obligations in- 
curred by the nominations to one of his sons 
or some other person, and the acceptance of 
those obligations by the person to 
whom they were transferred. A 
strict construction of the rules 
will require aspecific transfer of each nom!- 
mation and its liabilities. Some authorities, 
however, say ageneral transfer and accept- 
ance will be deemed sufficient. For instance, 
if among Mr. Belmont’s papers there be 
found a document saying, ‘‘I hereby transfer 
allthe nominations of my horses for future 
events to my son, August Belmont, Jr., the 
latter need only indorse the document, I 
hereby accept the above nominations, to- 
gether withall the obligations incurred by 
them. 

Nominations for the Futurity do not become 
vold on the death of the nom inator, but nom- 
inationsfor almost every other event to be 
decided on Eastern courses do become so in 
cuse of death, unless a written transfer 
covering the requirements previously stated 
shall bave been made. A provision in 
Mr. Belmont’s will bequeathing the horses 


nominated will not answer the requirements 
ofthe rules. Turf men who were well ac- 
quainted with Mr. Belmont do not believe he 
madea transfer of the nominations in question. 
They do not think be had a chance to, and that 
when his condition became critical the family 
did not give a Moment’s thought to the racing 
establishment.

New Tonk, Nov. 28.—The orange aud black 
of Princeton fell before the dark blue ef Yale 
in the foot-ball game at Eastern Park yester- 
day for the Intercollegiate League champlon- 
ship.

Amain later did McClung score another 
touchdown by a phenomenal run, it being his 
third. He also kicked the goal, placing the 
score l6to 0 in Yaile’s favor.

Deluded Members Openly Deneunce the 
Kaweah Celony. 


CHICAGO, III., Nov. 23.—The Co-Operative 
Commonwealth communtity which was to be 
the embodiment of the Bellamy idea—the 
Kaweah Colony, in the Tulare County, Cal., 
is not doing so well as expected, but it is 
openly denounced by many who have gone 
there, asa fraud. ‘This colony has a popula- 
tion of about 600 and Locking Backward,’’ 


isthe text book. Many Chicago men and 
women went out there and now wish they had 
not, for after working hard for a year 
or more they find themselves little 
if any better off than when they started. The 
scheme was simply this: Each male member 
of the community pre-empted 160 acres of land 
at the Government price of $2.50 per acre. The 
initiation fee was $500, of which $100 was to be 
paid in cash and $00 in work. This work was 
mainly on the raiiroad which the originators 
of the enterprise projected to a valuable red- 
wood timber tract, and it was given out that 
the profite from this tract would pay the 
expense of the colony and leave a 
handsome profit. However, it has come 
to light ately that the men who 
thougat up the community scheme have 
this redwood timber tract and don’t propose 
to have it figure in tbe colony’s assets at all.

The Irish Leader’s Appeal to the 
People of Ireland.

He Asks Them to Support Him in 
No Half-Hearted Way. 


Political Oppenents Boldly Defied—All Eyes 
Tersed Toward O’Brien as the Man to 
Supplant Parnell--Advices From the Irish 
Delegates in America Anxieusly Awaited 
—Gladstene’s Difficult Pesition — Events 
Which May Reunite the Factions of the 
Liberal Party—The Freemans Jour. 
nal’’ Advocates Delay—Lord Randelph 
Churchill Herries O’Shea 
Grief.Stricken—Dullon aad O'’Brier at 
Cincinnati—The Breach Widening. 


Heme—Mrs. 


LONDON, Nov. 2%.—A prominent Irish Mem- 
ber of Parliament said to day: Many eyes 
are turned toward O’Brien among the Irish 
members as the man to take the place of Mr. 
Farnell in the permanent leadership, although 
for the present, owing to his American mis- 
sion and his six months term in jail to follow 
it, some other temporary chief must be cho- 
sen. While Mr. Dillon isa favorite, he is the 
avowed organizer of the ‘plan of campaign,’ 
and hae always been outspoken in advocacy 
of it aud of the boycott, neither of which was 
ever distinctly approved by Mr. Parnell, and 
regarding which Mr. O’Brien has also been 
more careful than Mr. Dillon notto offend 
British sentiment.’’ 

Further advices from America are anxiously 
awaited bythe Irish members and also the 
British Liberals, in view ot the apparent pur- 
pose of the government to push the lund 
purchase bill immediately and vigorously, 
setting all other measures aside for the 
present. 

The Nationalists of Donegal have demandea 
that Mr. Parnell retire from the leadership of 
the party. 

The Liberal Club of Cheshire bas demanded 
the resignation of Mr. Parnell, and the feeling 
in the club is so strong that a portrait of the 
Irish leader, which has bitherto adorned its 
walls, has been ruined by being doused with 
water. 

MRS. O’ SHEA IN DEEP GRIEF. 

It is reported that Mrs. O'Shea is plunged 
in the deepest grief by the effect of the divorce 
suit upon the fortunes of Mr. Parnell), and 
that fears are felt for her health. Capt. 
O'Shea Is the lion of the Conservative clubs, 
and takes his victory complacently. 

GLADSTONE’S DIFFICULT POSITION. 

It now seems certain that Parnell will not 
retire from the leadership of the Irish party, 
no matter what pressure may be brought to 
bear upon him. Glaedstone’s position thus 
becomes more difficult than ever. Everything 
is upside down, but there may be a tremen- 
ous coup in reserve for Tuesday next, when 
itis found Parnell isa fixture. Itis quite 
possible Gladstone will announce the impos- 
sibility of carrying the home rule scheme any 
further during his life-time and propose a 
reunion of his party on the basis of the old 
Radical programme, leaving Ireland out alto- 
gether. This would force nearly all the Lib- 
eral dissentientse back into the ranks and 
the, Conservatives in 11 minority 
and liable to be turned out of office any even- 
ing. Chamberlain and Hartington micht ob- 
ject to going back, but their constituents 
would say: Tou left Gladstone because you 
thought his home rule bill put the country is 
danger. That ie off the track altogether and 
you must return or give upyour seats. Such 
would be the inevitable summons. If Glad- 
stone decides to play this card it is all over 
with the Ministry and Unionist Alliance. The 
bare thought of it Is causing a great agitation 
in the highest quarters. Norumorof such a 
possibility has been allowed to reach the 
press here, but it is working with thrilling 
effect behind the scenes. Monday’s work 
may decide whether Gladstone or Parnell will 
have to go under in the present struggle and 
afterward whether Gladstone is to find him- 
self once more at the head of the united 
Liberal party. It is absolutely certain Parse 
will not yield. 

ROMAN CATHOLIC HIERARCHY OF IRELAND. 

Intense excitement was created in political 
circles generally this morning, but more par- 
ticularly in the ranks of the Irish Nationalist 
party, when the announcement was made 
that the Roman Catholic hierarchy of Ireland 
had reached the unanimous conclusion that 
the position was such as to render absolutely 
necessary the retirement from leadership of 
Mr. Parnell. The announcement of the con- 
clusion reached was accompanied by 
the statement that, while there is 
no desire to coerce the parliia- 
mentary representatives ofthe Irish party, 
the decision ofthe bierarchy would be pub- 
licly pronounced if at the proposed Parnellite 
meeting, called for Monday next, any at- 
tempt was made to whitewash Mr. Parnell. 
It was also intimated that should the mani- 
festo tothe Irish people, proposed tobe is- 
sued by Mr. Parnell, failto deny and dis- 
prove the grave charges which stand against 
that gentleman as a consequence of the ver- 
dictinthe recent divorce suit, action would 
be taken without waiting for or regarding the 
results of the meeting on Monday. 

PARNELL’S SUPPORTERS COMPLAIN. 

Mr. Parneli’s supporters complain that after 
the Nationalist meeting on Wednescay cabie 
dispatches giving a misicading summary of 
the proceedings were sent privately to the 
Irish delegates in America. They assert 
that intrigues are on foot in the lobby of tne 
House of Commons to draw away Messers. 
Dillion and O’Brien and the other delegates 
from the support of Parnell. The anti- Farnell 
members of the Nationalist party are 
more hopeful and assert that private tel- 
egrams from Ireland show that the priests 
and the mass of the people support them. 
They claim that if Messrs. Dillon and O’Brien 
throw in their lot with the Sextonand Healy 
ferces against Parnell, as they are expected 
to do, the tide of opinion against Parnell wt 
be Irresistible. 

A PREMATURE ANNOUNCEMENT. 

The Press. Association says it is authorized 
to state that the announcement that 
the Irish Catholic hierarch contem- 
plated taking action against Mr. Parnell 
was premature and that the statements on 
the announcement were entirely specuiative. 

Mr. Gladstone to-day held a conference with 
Earl Spencer and Mr. Morley, Home Rule 
Member of Parliament for East Nottingham. 


Parnell’s Manifesto, 

Lowpon, Nov. 28.—The manifesto which Mr. 
Parneli promised to issue to-day, dealing 
with the present political crisis, was made 
pablic this afternoon. It definitely setties 


that Mr. Parnell will not voluntarily retire 


from the Jeadership of the Irish pariiament- 
ary party, . manifesto is of gr 
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present time. Mr. Parnell defies bis political 


opponents and appeals to the people of Ire- 
land to sustain him in the stand he has taken. 


Advecates Delay. 


DUBLIN, Nov. 28.—The Freeman's Journal. to- 
day advocates that the Nationalists should 
take no decisive steps at Monday’s meeting, 
but should again postpone their decision in 
regard to the retention of Mr. Parnell at the 
head of the party in order to allow matters to 
develope and to give time enough to enable the 
opinion of Messrs. Dillon, O'Brien, O’Connor 
and the other Nationalists delegates who are 
now in America to be conveyed to the meet- 
‘ing by one of themselves and there delivered 
viva voce. The main point, the Journal con- 
tends, is that Ireland should preserve the 
efficiency of her own party. The English 
Radicals, is says, must take care 
of themselves and Ireland must mind her 
own business. It beseeches Mr. Gladstone 
to ignore the ravings of canters and the 
hypocrisy of recaicitrants who are nothing 
without him. When he wins, ü says, they 
Will again crawlto his footstool. Continuing 
the Journal says: 

Mr. Davitt should remember that when 
Parliament howled for bis punishment Mr. 
Parnell stood up for him and faced the storm. 
When thenine days’ wonder is over he will 
be surprised that it ever entered an Irish- 
man’s head to depose his Captain at the most 
crucial hour of the political combat.’’ 


Lord Rasdolph Churchill. 


ROME, Nov. 28.—Lord Randolpb Churchill 
has departed from Italy and is hurrying on to 
London in the belief that the impending crisis 
in the Nationalist party is of such a nature as 
to hasten the dissolution of Parliament and 
an appeal to the constituency. 


The Irish Delegates at Cineinnati. 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 28.—The six representa- 
tives ofthe party in Ireland inthe British 
Pariilament—Messrs, Dillon, O’Brien, Gul, 
O’Connor, Sullivan and Harrington—will 


meetin conference this afternoon to pasa 
upon the great question of Mr. Parnell’s re- 
tirement from tbe leadership of his party. 
Mr. O' rien has already given his personal 
expression, through these dispatches. In an 
interview this morning be reiterated this sen- 
timent, but could, as he said, give no idea as 
to what would be the action of his colleagues. 
In speaking of his experience in this country, 
Mr. O’Brien said: 

**Our mission among Americans has far sur- 
passed, in point of suceess, anything that we 
ever expected. The oniy trouble we have bad 
SO tar has been the difficulty in filling engage- 
ments. We have received invitations from 
every point, but throueh our imability to 
cover all the ground we have been compelled 
to confine our visits to the principal cities. In 
many cases we have sent out local committees 
to the minor towns and they have met with 
the same bearty welcome, The American 
prese, officials and public have treated us 
with the utmost kindness, and nothing could 
be more encouraging than the general sym- 
pathy extended tous. We have yet to dis- 
cover our first enemy since arriving, and not 
in one instance has any newspaper failed to 
support our purpose. Our gratitude to 
America is deep and sincere.’’ 

Mr. John Dillon has not yet arrived for the 
conference with Mr. O’Brien and others of 
the Irish Nationalist ‘party now in 
Ainerica upon the momentous ques- 
tion on the rotirement ot Mr. 
Farnell. Mr. O’Brien is closely secret 
as to his own views, claiming that he ought 
motto say anything until after the confer- 
ence. A large number of telegrams have 
been sent and received, and there is 
a general feeling among those who have 
studied the situation that the decision 
of the conference will be against Mr. Parnell 
as the leader. Mr. O’Brien’s name has been 
mentioned asa possibie leader, but it is said 
here that Mr. O’Brien himself would proba- 
bly suggest some other man, such as Justin 
McCarthy. Mr. Dillon may not arrive until 
late this afternoon, 


A Change of Pregramme. 


CHICAGO, III., Nov. 28.—It is announced that 
Gov. Fifer will not be able to -preside at the 
Dillon-O’ Brien mass meeting bere, owing, it 
is stated, tothe pressure of official business 
at Springfleid. The proposed banquet to the 
visitors on Monday evening has been given 
up, itis stated, at the express wish of the 
delegates, who are anxious to fill all the en- 
gagements they have made to speak at vari- 
ous places in the West and return to Enviand 
us soon as possible. The condition of affairs 
in Great Britain is given as the reason for the 
change of programmes. 


Andrew Carnegie’s Advice. 


Nuew YORK, Nov. 28,—Andrew Carnegie is 
among the first and most steadfast friends of 
home rule. Several ofthe Irish leaders now 
in America, including Messrs. Dillon, Sulli- 


van and O’Connor, were with him the other 
evening. Mr. Caruegie’s advice to, them, in 
the present unfortunate position of affairs, 
was, according to the Tribune, that three 
words should be telegraphéd to Parnell: 
‘*Resign, marry, return. Thisis the solu- 
tion of tne whole question, and forecast for 
the future. 


The Breach Widening. 


LoNpDowN, Nov. %8.—The breach in the Irish 
parilamentary party, caused by Mr. Farnell s 
position on the question of the leadership of 
the party, is steadily widening, and it. is 
feared that the breach will extend to the elec- 


torate. If Parnell retains bis seat at least a 
dozen respected members will resign and 
appeal to the people. Parneli’s supporters 
say thatthisisachailenge which he cannot 
ignore, andsothe strife goes on. It is said 
that Mr. Parnell has communicated certain 
facts to the Irish party, which, if known by 
the outside world, would modify the wpinions 
held concerning his action. The Liberais re- 
ply that this comes too late, that the defense 
was acquainted witb the evidence to be Intro- 
duced by the prosecution, aud a faliure to 
appear was a confession that the 
charges were accurately true.

Chief of Detectives William Desmond after 
a rigid examination yesterday evening of 
John Rapp and Henry Bechiein, the two pris- 
oners suspected of knowing something of the 
death of Ferdinand Plack, felt justified in 
holding them until he could inves- 
tigate the case further and they were 
not released until late this afternoon. Three 
men were arrested yesterday by Detectives 
Viehle and Fagen, but Herman Miller, the 
third prisoner, was released, because his 
statements were coroborated by witnesses 
who bad not heard his story. Becklein and 
Rapp, however, not only contradicted them- 
selves, but told widely different tales and 
never told the same story twice. Several 
more arrests may be made to-day as a result 
of the lnvestigaton, aud the search will not be 
given up untilevery clew has been worked 
out. 

When a Post-DIsPaTOH reporter learned 
that Gottlieb Georgia, a German rockbreaker 
in John C. Lohrum’s quarry, ana Philip Rob- 
inson, a colored boy working fora respecta- 
ble family at Broadway and Gasconade street, 
had tried to pass three beer checks which 
Frank Guetle, the saloon-keeper, knew de- 
longed to Plack, he began a search for the 
men who sent Georgia and the colored boy for 
the beer. Henry Bechlein alias Blackie 
was pointed out by the boy at the dog pound 


which is situated about one block from the 
spot where Plack was killed. ‘‘Biackie,’’ so 
called on account of his dark skin, was 
asked if he had Plack’schecks. He denied it. 
He was then asked if he had seen anyone with 
them. He said he had not. He 
was then sbown a deer check and 
asked if he knew of any one who got checks 
from Guetie’s saloon, or if he had ever seen 
checks ot that kind before. He repeatedly 
stated that he bad not seen a beer check of 
the kind, and that he knewno one who had 
them. 

John Rapp, the other prisoner at the Four 
Courts, was im the group of dog catchers 
when Blackie was being questioned about the 
checks and he took part in the conversatien, 
He also denied having any beer checks and, 
without being asked, volunteered the state- 
ment that he had seen no beer checks and 
knew no one who had any. There were five 
witnesses standing sear who saw Biackie with 
the checks and hig steadfust denial of having 
them, caused his arrest the next moraing. 

CHANGED HI8s8 STORY. 

When behind the bars yesterday morning at 
Gates Street Station ne changed his tough style 
and braggart ways and was very meek and 
doeile. Hesaid be hadthe checks last Tuesday 
but that he got them from Rapp. When asked 
why he denied having the checks the day be- 
fore he said he was drunk aud did not know 
what he was saying. To ail appearances, and 
judging from his speech while lying about the 
matter, as be admitted he had done, he was 
not drunk and showed no signs of being in 
the least intoxicated. 

When Rapp was called out from his ceil 
yesterday he told a story of having found the 
checks and when asked why he did not say so 
the day before he said he had not Deen asked 
to. When told that be made statements with- 
out solicitation he also pleaded drunkenness 
and too much beer as the reason why he did 
net know what he was saying. 

MILLER RELEASED. 

Herman Miller, who was taken from a sick 
bed by Detective Viehie, andin all bis state- 
ments denled kuowing anything about beer 
checks. He is a driveron one ot the dog- 
catchber’s wagons, but as the season for 
catching dogs is over he seldom leaves his 
house, being confined with lung troubles and 
dyspepsia. 

Yesterday the three men were taken to the 
Four Courts and at7 o’clock they were called 
from their cells separately and cross-exam- 
ined. Herman Miller was the first and after 
Chief Desmond secured his statement he was 
released. Detectives Vieble and Fagan, who 
were familiar with the stories of Blackile and 
Rapp, were present when they Were called for 
examination and noted their contradictions of 
former statements and of each other. 

Rapp was asked what time he went to bed on 
the night Plack was killed: 

‘*abouts o’clock,’’ he replied. 

„How do you know it was 8 o’clock?’’ 

„Because it was early. 

**Do you often g° to bed so early?’’ 

„„No, but I did that night, because I was 
tired.

ferred to. It isthe intention to issue legal 
processes to-day (Friday), and in the ab- 
sence of President C. P. Huntington, who is 
now in the Kast, itis said thatthe Secretary 
of the Central Pacific will be cited to appear 
and show cause why the leases should not be 
annulled. 


The Wabash’s New Line, 


The new branch of the Wabash road be- 
tween Peru and Chill, Ind., a distance of nine 
miles, will be opened next Sunday and here- 
after the Detroit trains on tbe road will be 
run that way instead of between Logansport 


and Chill. There will be an accomodation 
train run between the two latter points, but 
all through traffic will be by way 
Peru. eru has also been made 
the terminus of the Detroit 
branchof the roadand everything will be 
moved from Logansport, the present ter- 
minus, to that point. The Detroit and Toledo 
branches of the Wabash join near Logansport 
andthe line to Detroitis about three miles 
shorter by that route than by way of Peru and 
Chill, but between Logansport and Clymers, a 
station west of it, the Wabash had to use the 
Vandalia tracks for aboutfive miles. They 
did not Know but what some day they might 
be ordered to vacate the track and 
for that reason have built a line of their 
own which will make them independent of 
the Vandalia. While slightly longer it is 
claimed that the road is so much better 
adapted te quick travel that the time will be 
about the same. In fact it is the intention to 
shorten the time between this mg | and De- 
troit two hours. Formerly the St. Louls 
sleeper left Detroit on the Chicago train at 
280 p. m., and arrived here next. morning, 
belng switched off at Logansport. Now the 
Chicago train will continue to leave Detroit 
at 1:30 p. m., but it willnotcarry out the St, 
Louis sleeper. There will be a special St. 
Louis train which will leave Detroit at 3: 60 Dp. 
m., and reach bere next morning.

Test of a Smoke Consumer. 


A public test of the Lee smoke-consuming 
contrivance was made to-day at 3 o’ciock, be- 
fore quite a large assembiage of city officiais 
and business men. The consumers are at- 


tached to the boilers at the Four Courts 
building and are ofthe same design as those 
now in practical operation in Chicago. The 
test to-day was scarcely of sufficient duration 
to warrant an indorsement of the invention, 
but if the work done by it to-day car be 
maintained indefinitely it la certainly a sue- 
cess. 

The tests were made under what would be 
ordinary circumstances and fires such as 
weuld usually be used were made; with these 
the contrivance worked well. The fires were 
then crowded bey: na their usual burden, but 
the machine held ita own even under these 
trying circumsetances. The test of 
the machine will be continued for 
thirty or sixty days and dally observations 
taken. The impression made upon the experts 
was most decidedly favorable and they ex- 
pressed themseives well satisfied. 

The company has made arrangements to 
erect several more of their machines free ef 
charge for test:ng purposes se that ite merits 
may be fully brought out.

DISPATCH fer its warfare upon the 
Louisiana State Lottery, an institution to 
whose iniquity the New Orleans press was 80 
blinded that it became necessary for citizens 
to start an independent paper in orderto have 
reports of their meetings against the lottery 
printed, the paper states, 

Certainly no one about tne Jiem considered 
Dr. Caradine of sufficient consequence to de- 
sire to injure uim, and it is equally certain 
noonein the remotest degree interested in 
the lottery company kuew of our Intention to 
publish the PosT.DISPATCH’S article; It is 
true that before quitting New Orleans Dr. Car- 
adine uttered acatch-penny pampbiet about 
the lottery, in which be disregarded the 
divine commandments about keeping the 
truth and bearing false witness; but no one 
minded his tirades—excepi, perhaps, those 
members of the Methodist Church who later 
were not unhappy at seeing him depart hence. 

But we wien especialiy to point out how 
little ground there is for the above insinua- 
tions, suspicions and charges. Ihe omitted 
paragraph, as will be seen by referring to it as 
quoted, is of a local bearing, and was left off, 
in accordance with the Jiem’s practice of con- 
densation, as not necessary to fairly state the 
auestlon under consideration. Then, those 
culpable headlines which Dr. Caradine is 
careful not to explain. How could they mis- 
lead? 

Here they are: ‘‘Dr. Caradine 
He Raises an Excitement Over ‘Sanctifica- 
tion. Only tust and nothing more. Not 
one word of comment to create an impression, 
erroneous or otherwise. 

It is doubtful if its readers will justify the 
Item in giving so much space to this explana- 
tion; still, itis a fair sample of anti-iottery 
campaigning. And really it has become dim 
cult to determine, in view of his queer meth- 
ode, whether Dr. Caradine is any more sin- 
cere and honest in bis anti- lottery crankiness 
than his newspaper ally.
